Having  first  duly  sworn  an  oath  as  on  the  attached  sheet, 

In  accordance  v/lth  the  procedure  prevailing  In  my  country,  I 
hereby  depose  as  follov/si 

1.  I  served  In  the  5th  Section  of  the  staff  of  the 
ICwantung  Army  from  September  19i!^>  and  subsequently,  after 
Major-General  Ikeda  was  removed  from  his  /osltlon  as  Chief  of 
the  5th  Section  In  July  19^1-2,  I  auccoedod  him  and  v/as  the 
Chief  of  the  Section  until  Warc)i  19^15 • 

2.  The  5th  Section  v/as  newly  established  In  September 
194l«  The  duty  of  the  section  was  to  study  hov/  to  make  easier 
the  operations  of  troops  by  arranging  the  roar  areas  of  army 
according  to  the  operation  of  an  army.  In  the  past.  In  the 
army  the  military  supply  organization  v/as  to  take  charge  of 
the  administration  of  occupied  zones.  The  system  and  methods 
of  administration  ware  not  studied  In  peace-time;  but  It  is 
quite  necessary  to  study  the  administration  of  occupied  areas 
in  peace-time,  parallel  with  the  drawing  up  of  the  plans  of  • 
operation.  Thus,  I  was  told,  the  study  came  to  be  carried  out. 

3.  In  September  I9I1I,  an  Instruction  was  given  by  the 
.uneral  Staff  to  the  Kw.antung  Army  to  the  effect  that  the 
study  of  administration  of  occupied  zones  was  to  be  made  and 
that  plans  should  be  presented  accordingly.  Then  the  studies 
were  put  under  way.  This  Instruction  was  kept  in  the  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  Kwantung  Army;  after  the  surrender,  however, 

I  do  not  know  what  became  of  it.  The  main  purpose  of  these 
studios  v/as  investigation  of  measures  necessary  to  be  taken 

to  maintain  public  peace  and  order  in  the  rear  of  the  operational 
armies  and  to  smooth  their  operations.  The  t-ntative  plan  was 
accomplished  around  March  1942,  as  the  result  of  the  study. 

Since  the  plan  was  not  a  complete  one,  It  was  sent  to  the 
operations  section  of  the  Kwantung  Army  and  for  reference  to 
the  General  Staff.  We  did  not  obtain  the  approval  of  the 
Commander-In-Chief  of  the  Kwantung  Army,  since  it  v/as  not 
complete. 

1;..  At  the  same  time  I  left  the  section  the  section  v/as 
abandoned.
